WOULD INVOLVE ONLY A STOP AT ROBERTS INTERNATIOLAL AIR- 
PORT. THE SECOND WOULD INCLUDE A VISIT TO NEARBY 
BENTOL, SEAT OF MONTSERRADO COUNTY AND BIRTHPLACE OF 
PRESIDENT TOLBERT.
